Hen the Reformation broke out in the former Age, as it 
F Y - didſoon find a way into molt of the States and King- 
domes of Exrope, ſo it got into Hungary, and was received by the 
_ greateſt part of that Kingdome,  both'of the Nobility and Com- 
munalty , and thus it continued without any ſetled form, till the 
year i567. That at Debrecin, in a Synod of many Miniſters that 
were on both ſides of the T7biſc , the Helvetiar Confeſſion was re- 
ceived, and all ſubſcribed to it; for though the chief Reformer 
there, Stephen Szegedinus, an Hungarian born, had been. one of 
Lithers Diſciples, yer hedeparted from him in thoſe points that 
were controverted between him and the Divinesof Helveti«, yer 
at that titne, all that. receiyed the Reformation , went under the 
common name of Lytherars, But afterwards the diſtinguiſhing 
Names 4 50-day and Calviniſts got in among them, the chief 
of the fotmerbeing one Steke/zz5i;, but few of the pure Hungarians 
were Lutherans, moſt of them being entherSlavomans or Germans 
that-livein Hiwvgary, 

The Proteſtants of both Confeſlions. bave full and i;ce Liber- 
ty for the Exerciſe of their Religion, by the Laws of that King- 
dome, and :thepublick Churches were for the greateſt part theirs: 
and now for a great while, their 'Kirigs in their Coronation 
Oaths, have ſworn to maintain and preſerve the Liberty- of Rex 
ligion to them, which his Imperial Majeſty.when he was Crown- 
& King of Hyngary , did fivear, as divers of his Predeceſlors had 
done before him, - - Ys 


The numbers of the Proteſtants were very great over all | 


Hungary ,. fo\that- before the late Perſecution, ſcarce the ninth 
or tenth Man was of the Churchof Rome, and all the great Towns 
&f the Kingdome (one or two only-exceptcd) were either for the 


Aurburg,/ or. the Helvetian Confeflion.. The Papiſts begun to build . 


Churchesor Chapels, in many of thoſe Towns, butin divers pla- 
ces they could -not get above ten or twelve to cometo them, 

2:2 The number of the Proteſtant Churches of both Confefons, was 
atleaſt Two thouſand.and five hundred, and thoſe of the Helvetian 
Conf. made more than three parts of that number. This did inflame 
-the ' rage of. the Jeſuits, and other -Papiſts, when they ſaw them- 
:felves ſo muchnegleCted, and their pains ſo unſucceſsful, roes 
they betook- themſelves- to other methods, and began in the years 
1659, and 1660. to make great changes in the Lower Hungary, and 
*Fnee they laid hold'on'the Rebellion, that has been of late years, 
(wholly en civil Motives, without any pretence of Religion) to

charge all the Miniſters as Complices of that Rehbellion;\by which 
means moſt of the Miniſters were either driyen from their Churches; 
or ſuffered in the perſecution, ſo. that now in thoſe: Dominions 
that ,are'atder the Emperars obedience; and pot on the Frontiers; - 
where os are under Contribution to the Twrks, thoſe of the 

Helvetian Conteflion, have no Churches but at Pape, Wefzprimy 
Szendreo, Szathmar, and Nemethi, and in Filek and Leva the Ma- 

ſters of the Schools continue ta Preach and fay Prayers, the Mi- 
niſters of thoſe places being now-Exiles; there arealfo five or fix 

Villages in the County of Szathmar, which were not diſturbed, 
and this is'all the publique exerciſe of that Religion in thoſe Coun- 

treys, that are entirely under his Imperial Majeſties obedience : 

thoſe of the Arsbarg Confeflion have alſo three or four Churches 

for th2 exercile of their Religion. As for the Frontier Countries that . 
remain firm under theiEmperors obedience, but pay Contribution to 

the Tirk; there are in them near 200 Churches of the Helvetiar 

Confeſſion, but theſe are underdaily and great fears, for they have 

been allarmed by many threatnings, and in divers of them, their 
Miniſters are driven away, fo that the people are left deſtitute of 
all Inſtruction, yet there not being a ſufficient number of the Po- . 
pith Prieſts, to poſleſs theſe Churches, many of them likewife be- 

ing afraid to hive (o near the Tirks,' ſo that the Churches con+ 
tinueſtill void, the Miniſters haye in divers places, returned to 

their Pariſhes. 

In the more Southern parts of Hungary, that are now under the 
Grand Signior below Buda, Agria, and about Waradiy, there are 
reckoned to be about fix hundred Churches, all of the Helvetiar 
. Confeffion, for there were never any Churches of the Ausburg Con- 
feflion in thoſe parts. | 

And this ll that remains of thoſe Churches that were once ſo 
numerous - flouriſhing 3 there are divers publick Schools over 
Hungary, both for Philoſophy and Divinity, but the chief ſeat 
of their Learning at this day, is Debreciz under the Turk . 

The Churches of Tranſylnania arereckoned to be at leaſt a thou- 
fand of both Confeſſions, but there be many more of the Heluetiare 
than of the Ausburg Confeflion. Socinians have alſo pub-. 
ligque Churches allowed them there; for their numbers _ 
very great, they procured a Law to be made, for the free an 
publick Proteſſion of their Religion, yet their numbersabate much, 
and compared tothe Proteſtants of either Confeſſion, they are not 
at all conſiderable, they have likewiſe loſt divers of their Churches, 
for by the Law there, the Pugs Churches are to be given to 
thoſe ( of any of the Religions that are tollerated ) who are the 
moſt numerous, and by this means many Churches have fallen 
_ out of their hands, and are now poſleſt by the Calviniſts. There 
are no Sociniansatall in Hungary, except one or two Churches, 
neer the Town of ©xingque Eecleft, under the Tzrk in the Southern 
parts. Some few Papilts there are in Tranſylvania, but they are not þ.
